HP: Do you ever wor baa ‘burn one it youd seem like you really don’t have time for a 
personal life. 

AR: | really felt burnt out a lot on the first tour we did with Skid Row. It was very hard for 
me to be out there because all of the songs were a part of my past, and | wanted to get on 
to my future. The burnout thing hits and that’s when we change the set around a little bit. 
The South American tour, for instance, has really gotten Slash, Gilby and me very excited, 
especially about the people and their responses to the show. It’s brought new life into it. To 
be honest, the American tour was really hard because with Metallica playing a full set, and 
the crowd being really tired by the time they got to us, and so many spectators who really 
weren't into the music—people who were there just because they wanted to see what 
everything was about—it was difficult for us. In Europe, Japan and even South America, 
everyone who comes to the show is really into the music. With that many people on the 
American tour just standing around and not giving us energy back, it was really hard for us 
to keep up our energy level. 


HP: Don’t you think that the percentage of “spectators” in America was very small? 

AR: No. | do go off on the crowd, but there is a big difference between general_admission 
where the people who really care are right in front of you, and the situation where you've 
got people in the front row who are sitting there with their arms crossed and a “show me 
something” look on their faces. It's annoying. Especially when you know the people sitting 
way up in the sky could be having a lot more fun down front. | don’t need people to sit 
there and “test” me. I’m up there, | know what I’m doing. | know how much effort we're 
putting into it. | don’t need someone sitting there saying “impress me.” | feel like saying, 
“no, you impress me.” 


HP: It’s been said that you have a love/hate relationship with your audience. Would you 
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“Since we've started touring I’ve only had one vacation.” 


HP: As you look back on the Use Your Illusion albums with a little perspective, are you still 
glad that you released so much material at one time? 

AR: Slash and | were just discussing that this morning, and there’s no way we regret it. 
We're very proud of what we've done. We had planned on doing that even before we had 
done our first album. We didn’t know that it would include quite as many songs, but we 
knew we had to bury Appetite in some way. There was no way to out-do that album, and 
if we didn’t out-do Appetite in one way or another it was going to take away from our 
success and the amount of power we had gained to do what we wanted. We got all the 
material we needed to out of our system, and commercially it’s been a major success. The 
only drawback we've had is due to Tipper Gore, and her work to have stickers placed on 


albums. That really hin- 
dered us, | believe. “| don't enjoy being imitated.” 


HP: It’s hard to believe 

that Mrs. Vice Presi- 

dent has actually had 

an impact on Guns N’ 

Roses. 

AR: Her efforts really 

hurt our sales in the 

States. The whole 

stickering thing took its 

effect because major 

record chains like K- 

Mart and Walmart, 

which are 50 percent 

of a band’s sales, 

won't even carry our 

albums. You've got to 

realize that certain 

income families don’t 

let their kids shop just 

anywhere. When | was 

growing up, we were 

a K-Mart family, so | 

speak from experience. 

You could look wherever you wanted, but you bought things at K-Mart because it's a little 
cheaper. | think the fact that Tipper Gore is closer to power is something that we'll have to 
deal with. | think the Gores toned down their act in order to get the vote, but | haven’t for- 
gotten what she’s done. She did achieve her goal—first albums had to be stickered, then 
stores wouldn't carry stickered albums. 


HP: What lies ahead for you and the band? 

AR: Slash has been working on a lot of things, working on a lot of riffs with the band. I’ve 
just been working on where my head's at on things so | can approach the next record in a 
way that lets me go to farther extremes. If I'm going to express anger, | want to take that 
farther, and if I'm expressing happiness and joy | want to take that farther too. We really 
haven't really sat down to collaborate on songs yet. | wrote and recorded a new love song 
that | want on the next record called This / Love, that’s the heaviest thing that I've ever

Each issue, Hit Parader journeys back in 
time with a rock and roll star to learn 
about his early years. This month’s time 
traveler is Jackyl’s bare-butt wildman, 
Jesse James Dupree. 


t doesn’t take a licensed psychiatrist to 
take one look at Jackyl's lead singer Jesse 
James Dupree and realize he’s not your 
“average guy.” For starters, he plays a 
chainsaw as a musical instrument. Then 
there’s also this nasty habit he has of drop- 
ping his pants in front of large groups of 
people. In fact, Playgirl magazine has 
requested Dupree for an upcoming nude 
photo lay-out. 

So now that we've established that this 
wild-eyed southern boy is, well, different— 
let's see if we can figure out how he got 
that way. 

Dupree grew up in Ackworth, Georgia, a 
little town north of Atlanta. It was in the 
country, but close enough to the city for 
him to make frequent trips to the bright 
lights. He was raised by his father, who 
worked at Lockhead Aircraft as a machinist, 
and his mother, a full-time homemaker. His 
only sibling is younger brother Danny, who 
is now Jackyl’s road manager. 

“| was brought up with a fun attitude,” 
Jesse remembers. “If somebody cool was 
going to be on Johnny Carson, my folks 
would come get me out of bed so | 
wouldn't miss seeing Little Richard or James 
Brown on TV. They exposed me to all types 
of showmen to educate me, from Liberace 
to Elvis. But it wasn’t that they were encour- 
aging me to enter show business, they were 
just supportive of me checking it out. 

“They supported me in all types of things, 
like sports,” he continues. “| think the time | 
spent in little league baseball and football 
taught me a lot about being a team player, 
which has helped me to be a team player in 
this band. In fact, | even looked pretty much 
like a jock until about tenth grade, when | 
decided to grow my hair long. | wasn’t big 
enough to play high school football, so | 
picked up the guitar. That's all | wanted to 
do was play. | only learned to sing because | 
couldn't find anyone whose voice didn't 
give out after three songs. Of course | also 
enjoy being the one to talk with the audi- 
ence in between songs. I’ve never had a 
problem expressing myself! 

“When | was in kindergarten,” he grins, 
beginning a favorite story, “for Parent's Day, 
| not only got up and told the story of the 
three bears, | also stood up there and sang 
Born Free, which is a pretty heavy song for 
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Jesse James Dupree: “| was brought up with a fun attitude.” 


a five year old! And when preachers used 
to come knocking door-to-door, my grand- 
father would say, ‘Hey, Jesse, come in here 
and sing your little song for the preacher,’ 
and I'd sing ‘Chug-a-lug, chug-a-lug 
of whiskey’! 

“As far as women go, | think | first 
noticed the opposite sex the day | was 
born,” brags Jesse. “| just took one look at 
my Mama and said, ‘Hmm, | ain‘t made like 
HER!’ | can recall my first kiss which hap- 
pened when my grandfather opened a 
restaurant in Gadston, Alabama. My uncle 
was going out with one of the waitresses 
who had a little sister, and | had my first 
date with her when | was thirteen years old. 
We were in the back seat, with my uncle 
and the waitress up front. | remember | 
stuck my tongue in the girl’s mouth, and 
thought it felt kind of weird. 

“My parents were always the kind to say, 
‘Do whatever you want,’” Jesse continues. 
“Other kids would be sneaking out, but my 
house was the place they all came to. Mom 
would just stick her head down the base- 
ment steps and say, ‘Boys, you use protec- 
tion because you are old enough to get 


these girls pregnant! '” 

But what about this penchant for strip- 
ping in public? | 

“I've never really been_a shy person, and 
I've always been confident of my heterosex- 
uality, and my manhood,” Jesse explains. 
“Rock and roll should be fun, and my ‘exhi- 
bitionism’ makes our show fun. It used to 
be ‘Sex, drugs and rock and roll.’ Now sex.is 
unsafe and drugs are uncool, So two-thirds 
of what everybody has always associated 
with rock music is out. But people still have 
to be stimulated by a concert. So I’m con- 
stantly pushing myself not to feel strapped 
down in the way | entertain. This IS the 
United States of America, and if a fan 
wants to plunk down their money to come 
see Jackyl, they damn well ought to be able 
to SEE Jackyl. They know what we're about, 
they can hear it on the record. But you've 
got people like Tipper Gore who want to 
make it my problem that some parents out 
there don't monitor what their young chil- 
dren listen to and watch. Hey, it never took 
a government ruling to tell MY daddy when 
to come down the steps and whip 
MY ass.”

City STATE Zip 


nimal-Bag are a new breed of rock 

and roll band. It wasn’t that long 

ago that the standards for success in 
the music biz were how big a record deal 
You could sign and how “cutting edge” 
you could be. Those are virtually foreign 
terms to these North Carolina “hippies” 
who just released a self-titled debut 
album that cost ‘em all of $40,000 to 
make (lunch money for most bands). But 
don't try to tell vocalist Luke Edwards, 
guitarist Rich Parris, drummer Boo and 
bassist Otis (Hey, wasn’t that the cast 
from the old Andy Griffith Show?) that 
they‘re representing some sort of “new 
breed.” If you do, they'll just offer ear-to- 
ear grins and mild looks of confusion. 
Hey, these Tar Heels just want to play 
their music—a unique amalgam of metal 
and pop influences—and let all the talk 
about their “cultural significance” be 
left to those high-brow

“Originally, that $40,000 was 
for just recording an EP,” Edwards said. 
“But we didn’t see why we couldn't do 
the whole album for that amount. | 
mean, we know a lot of bands use more 
money than that to record, but we’re not 
sure why they do it. We did the whole 
thing with a mobile truck at a North

Hollywood rehearsal studio. From start to 
finish it only took us three and a half 
weeks. We cut all the basic tracks live 
and then overdubbed the vocals and gui- 
tar solos. If we didn’t take a little extra 
time in mixing, we could have done it a 
lot faster.” 

Maybe its naivete, maybe it's an honest 
belief in themselves, but Animal Bag’s 
approach to their music—and to the 
music scene in general—is like a much 
needed breath of fresh air. They know 
they’re not gonna change the world, and 
they really don’t want to. There’s no pre- 
tension here, just rock and roll played 
with a uniquely original style that seems 
to owe as much to the ‘60s as the ‘90s. 
As the band likes to say, their music is a 
bastardized union of

“Black Sabbath meeting Creedence and 
Slayer meeting Culture Club.” Hmmmm, 
kinda’ makes you wonder exactly what's 
goin’ on here. 

“A lot of people who've heard our 
music just naturally make comparisons 
between us and other bands,” Edwards 
said. “| could name some real strange 
combinations that I’ve heard recently. I’ve 
heara people compare certain songs we 
play to the Rolling Stones, Faith No More 
and even Janis Joplin—I guess because of 
my voice. But there’s nothing wrong with 
that. It’s not like they're saying we sound 
just like ‘em. | take it to mean that this 
music can appeal to a lot

different people, 
and that's great.” 

It's been an interesting trip to their cur- 
rent status for the members of Animal 
Bag. Formed a little more than five years 
ago, the group began a slow but steady 
journey that, as Edwards explained, 
“didn’t have any real sharp direction.” 
After two years of playing in the various 
red neck bars and clubs around the 
Charlotte area, the band decided that it 
was time to take their musical career 
more seriously, and that a move to the 
rock hub of Los Angeles was needed. So 
in mid-1989 the boys packed their bags

These Animal Bag guys are really psychedelic. atte 
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and headed west—and quickly realized 
they had made a miscalculation. Instead 
of encountering fellow musicians inter- 
ested in pushing their music as far is it 
would go, they ran into a bunch of 
poseurs, more interested in their fashion 
statements than their music. 

“Let's just say that the approach to 
things in L.A. is kinda’ different than it is 
in the South,” Edwards said. “It's not 
that we really have anything against the 
place, it served its purpose for us, but it 
just isn't where we’re comfortable. It’s a 

little hard to see musicians who are will- 


ing to do anything to make it. There’s no 
commitment to their music. They'll 
change what they’re playing and what 
they're wearing in an instant if they 
think they'll get signed by doing it. 
When we went out there, everyone 
looked and played like they were in 
Guns N’ Roses. Now everyone looks like 
they just escaped from Seattle.” 
Undeterred by El Lay’s notorious repu- 
tation, Animal Bag went to work, play- 
ing in the area clubs and trying to win 
the kind of recognition they knew they'd 
never attain back home in Carolina. It

took ‘em two years of hard work, but 
finally the labels began to notice and 
appreciate the band’s non-conventional 
approach. No, they’ll never be confused 
with Poison, Motley or the Top Gunners, 
but when the musical winds began to 
shift towards a more eclectic sound, 
Animal Bag was right there to ride those 
winds to success, 

“Hey, if we hadn’t come out to L.A., 
who knows where we'd be?” Edwards 
said. “We don’t regret it at all. It 
brought us all a lot closer together. But 
now we’re looking forward to getting 
back home. All | can tell anyone who 
wants to come to L.A. and expects to 


| find incredible musicians here, | think 


they'll end up a little disillusioned.” 

Soon after signing their record 
deal, the band cut a series of live 
demos with noted engineer— 
and first time producer—Guy 
Charbonneau (who has worked with 
everyone from Rush to the Grateful 
Dead). From there the decision was 
handed down that the band should 
try to record an EP first, and only 
then attempt to put together an 
entire album. But with the $40,000 
EP budget in their pockets, and five 
years of material to pick from, just 
doing a five song EP seemed like a 
waste of time for Animal Bag. With 
Charbonneau’s assistance, the band 
rented a mobile unit and a sound 
stage, and went to work. Less than a 
month later, Animal Bag was com- 
pleted. 

“We completed 13 songs for the 
record, and they really cover a lot of 
territory,” Edwards explained. 
“There's some hard rock in there, but 
there’s also some pop and some 
other things. We like to make sure 
that things don’t get boring.” 

“Boring” is certainly a word that 
won't be used to describe either 
Animal Bag’s music or their approach 
to their craft. Everything from their 
appearance to their ‘60s styled 
album cover, designed by Michael 
Klotz, screams out the band’s unique 
identity. But it’s one thing to be dif- 
ferent just for the sake of being dif- 
ferent. It's something else again to be 
different because that’s the way you 
really are. Got it? Make no mistake 
about it, Animal Bag are different, 
and as the rock world will continue 
to find out, this is one band where 
that difference really matters. 

“We don't fit in, and that bothers 
some people,” Edward exclaimed. “| 
think a lot of the folks in the music 
business would like every band to 
just fall into a certain category so 
they can be neatly filed and put 
away. Hey, we don’t want any part of 
that. We like throwing people curve 
balls, so they never know what's 
comin’ next.” 
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the rock and roll block; Their latest LP 

Five Easy Pieces, is the third release 
of their six year career. They're not the pretti- 
est band on the scene either; in fact vocalist 
Henrik Ostergaard often seems to go out of 
his way to be as unattractive as possible. And 
they're not the most talented group around, 
though they'll be the first to admit that they'll 
match their hard rockin’ licks against just

ple got the chance to hear us, they‘d listen to 
us, and once they did that, we had ‘em.” 

It certainly has been a long, strange trip for 
Dirty Looks. Formed in 1987 by the Danish- 
born Ostergaard, the band quickly landed 
their first recording contract and released 
their debut disc, Cool From The Wire, in 
1988. In sharp contrast to the makeup-and- 
mousse musical stylings of the day, the 
band’s first offering was a clarion call stating

about anyone else's. 

What Dirty Looks are, however, are one 
of the most sincere rock acts you'll ever find. 
Every pore of their bodies drips pure rock and 
roll sweat (a pretty picture if there ever was 
one) and every orifice oozes pure rock and 
roll ooze (and even prettier picture). But 
Ostergaard and bandmates Paul Lidel (gui- 
tar), Brian Perry (bass) and Jim Harris (drums) 
wouldn't have it any other way. They've 
fought the rock and roll fight the hard way, 
and after years of struggle it looks like they 
finally may be coming out on top. 

“We just kept pluggin’ away,” Ostergaard 
said. “We never took ‘no’ for an answer. We 
just kept at it, even when other people lost 
some confidence in us. We'd just stay on the 
road and keep playing, knowing that if peo- 
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that real, 
- no nonsense rock and roll 
was still alive and well. It wasn’t pretty, it 
wasn't technically perfect and it wasn’t 
"radio ready”; what it was was in-your-face! 

“To us real rock and roll has always started 
with rebellion,” Ostergaard said. “And we're 
rebelling against the whole concept of ‘ya 
gotta look good to sound good.’ We're not 
gonna play that game. We never have and 
we never will. We don’t play games, we play 
music.” 

Dirty Looks’ raw and rugged sound won 
them an instant cult following that packed 
clubs wherever the band performed. While 
their debut release failed to set any sales 
record, it laid the groundwork for their sec- 
ond album, Turn Of The Screw. That album 
also failed to set any commercial milestones 
(in fact, the band was dropped by their origi- 
nal label shortly after its release) but it sup- 


plied additional fuel for the group's incendi- 
ary live show. But with two albums under 
their belt, and no label, in 1991 Dirty Looks 
knew they had to make some changes. Out 
went the band’s drummer and bassist and in 
came Perry and Harris. The new lineup quick- 
ly set about writing songs for a new label, 
and upon hearing their demos, a division of 
the giant Sony Music company signed Dirty 
Looks to a new deal. 


“Things are going well for us,” Ostergaard 
said. “We have a lot of support behind us— 
people we feel will stand with us no 


_ pens. We think 

we can take care of ourselves when it 

comes to the music. If the people we’re 

working with can get radio to play our songs 

and MTV to put on our videos, | think we 
can take it from there.” 

It still remains to be seen if Ostergaard’s 
“magic formula” for success will eventually 
bear fruit. But in the mean time, their new 
tunes seem to be enjoying just enough air- 
play, and the band’s image is garnering just 
enough media coverage to insure Dirty Looks 
a solid shot at the big time. If it happens, 
these boys are ready! And if it doesn’t, then 
the guys will undoubtedly live to fight anoth- 
er day; after all, if nothing else Dirty Looks are 
survivors. 

“We've come back against a lot of differ- 
ent things during our career, and we're stil 
here,” Ostergaard concluded. “I don’t know 
if there’s anything on earth—or anywhere 
else, for that matter—that can really 
stop us.” 
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aui is the place to be. It seems 
WA like most of the L.A. rock world 

packs up and heads out to that 
lush tropical paradise when they need a 
retreat, or a new project. For Vince Neil, 
his recent trip to Maui was part of his 
new sideline venture—he is now tie 
man behind Hawaiian Tropic swimsuits. 
Well, not really behind them. Oh, you 
know what we mean. 

“| wanted to do something with 
sportswear, so | put out the feelers and 
was talking to different people about 
it,” relates Vince. “All of a sudden | got 
wind that the Hawaiian Tropic swimwear 
line was for sale. So | went ahead and 
bought that.” 

Recalling Poison drummer Rikki 


“Sharise and | had been talking about 
doing something for quite a while,” 
recalls Vince. “We kept talking about it 
and talking about it, but we never went 
ahead and did it. So after the Motley 
Crue split up it was like, ‘Yeah, let's do It 
now,” 

When Vince and Sharise married some 
five years ago, industry pundits ques- 
tioned whether the bouncy mud wrestler 
could keep the man who was Motley 
Crue’s frontman happy. Indeed in their 


first year, rumors of strife were rampant, 


but with the birth of their daughter 
Skylar, it appeared as if love had tri- 
umphed. If you check out the lyrics to 
Forever on X-Posed, which, as Vince 
says, “is a song | wrote about Sharise 


girl's favorite animated film, The Little 
Mermaid. 

“That is a great movie. I'll be sitting 
there with Skylar, watching it for like the 
tenth time, and I’m still not bored with 
it. : 

"Skylar loves The Little Mermaid. 
You know when the little mermaid sings, 
‘Ahhh, ahhh ha ha haaa,’ Skylar does 


‘that. It’s really cute.” 


What's even cuter, according to Vince, 
is that he’s got another vocalist in the 
family. “Skylar is really great because she 
makes up songs,” he adds. “She'll be 
going ‘Na-na-na-na-na-na’ and I'll go, 
‘What are you singing?’ She'll go ‘Dada.’ 
I'll say ‘Sing the Dada song.’ And she'll 
go ‘De-da-de-da-de-da’ and make up a

Rockett’s success with his Old Ghost 
clothing line, Vince didn't stop with pick- 
ing up the rights to somebody else’s pro- 
ject.

I’m busy, 
busy, busy!” 

The trip to Maui was to shoot the biki- 
ni catalog, and have a “business” vaca- 
tion in paradise. “We shot all that stuff, 
and some sportswear too, and it went 
great,” Vince notes enthusiastically. “We 
had a great time in Hawaii, plus | had a 
film crew go with me. We started filming 
when the models had the fittings before 
we left and just documented the whole 
thing. It looks fantastic!” 

The clothing line isn’t a venture to 
detract from Vince's obsession with 
sports cars, which was waylayed some- 
what when it became Motley Crue's 
excuse for kicking him out of the band. 

Instead, fashion is something Vince 
decided to do to try and better bond 
with his wife Sharise, a former model. 
Unfortunately, it didn’t work. Sharise 
filed for divorce from Vince in February.

and |,” you'll get a little insight into their 
domestic life. Of course, the tune was 
written prior to the start of his divorce 
proceedings. 

Although he has two other children— 
Neil, who was born while Vince was in 
high school, and Beth, from his former 
wife of the same name, his younger 
child Skylar is “a dream come true,” for 
Vince.

Being a dad has made Vince an expert 
on Disney films. He's seen multiple 
screenings of Aladdin, Beauty And 
The Beast, and of course, every young 


melody. Then she'll sing ‘Ba ba Black 
Sheep’. She doesn’t know the words, 
but she'll sing ‘Ba ba ba ba ba ba...’ and 
in tune, too...| have to admit, she’s a 
way better singer than | am.” 

Vince is just smitten with the idea of 
having another vocalist in the family, so 
much so, that while he was recording X- 
Posed with bandmates Steve Stevens, 
Dave Marshall, Vikki Fox and Robbie 
Crane, he took Skylar into Record Plant 
Studios. 

“| tried to sneak her onto the record,” 
Vince reveals. “Maybe at the end of the 
record go ‘bye-bye,’ something like 
that.” 

While we were on the subject of vocal- 
ists, it seemed like an appropriate time 
to ask Vince what he thought about 
John Corabi, his replacement in Motley 
Crue who will be making his vocal debut 
on Motley Crue's sixth album, Til Death 
Do Us Part. 

“| don't know the guy but | heard he's 
good. | hope he does well. He’s a totally 
different singer than | am, that’s obvi- 
ous. He's more bluesy, but he’s a good 
bluesy singer. They're going for a differ- 
ent sound. It’s going to be tough for 
them, there’s a lot of pressure on John. | 
wish them all the best. | sincerely hope 
that the music they make together is as 
good as the stuff I’ve been making with 
my band.” 
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an Halen! The name has 
i } become synonymous with hard 
4 edged rock and roll over the 
last 15 years. From their earliest days, 
when a guy by the name of Roth 
served as the charismatic and often 
comical focus of the band's stage act, 
Van Halen has been widely regarded 
as metal’s premier live attraction. 
Today, however, VH's reputation as a 
performing band has never been 
greater. After all, when you've got the 
legendary Edward Van Halen laying 
down the guitar riffs, his heavy-hand- 
ed brother Alex slammin’ the drums, 
Michael Anthony putting his bass 
through a veritable torture chamber, 
and Sammy Hagar delivering the vocal 
goods as only he can, few acts can 
match either the group’s instrumental 
prowess or onstage finesse. Now, with 
the release of Right Here Right Now, 
the band’s first-ever live album, all the 
magic of VH on stage has been 
brought home in a 24 song monster 
concert. Bringing together tunes from 
throughout their career, and recorded 
during their last three world tours, VH 
has provided their legion of fans with 
the ultimate document of this historic 
band in action. Recently we caught up 
with Edward Van Halen to discuss the 
whys and hows of Right Here Right 
Now. 


Hit Parader: Why did you decide to 
release a live album at this point in 
your career? 

Edward Van Halen: | really haven't 
given much thought as to why we’re 
doing it now. It’s more just that we 
had recorded a lot of shows over the 
years, and we just decided it was a 
good time to start digging through 
some tapes. We started doing that just 
for fun, going all the way back to 
some of our tapes from 1986, and 
before we knew it, that fun thing had 
turned into a record. | had said to Al, 
“Hey, why don’t we just take a little 
time and dig through the tapes to see 
what we find?” That was back in 
June. Six months ‘later, we had come 
up with the tapes we liked. There 
were literally miles of tapes that we 
ended up going through. 


HP: It happens that 1993 is Van 
Halen’s 15th Anniversary. Was that 
part of the motivation for the record? 

EVH: Well...yeah! It is kind of our 
anniversary so it just seemed right to 
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put this record out now. On top of 
that, there are so many “bootlegs” of 
our concerts floating around, that we 
figured it was time to give the fans 
the real thing. After hearing the quali- 
ty of some of those albums, | think 
they'll be more than happy to have an 
official live album from us. 


HP: Do you collect those bootlegs 
yourself? 

EVH: | don’t go out of my way to pick 
them up, but people are always send- 
ing them to me. Sometimes | listen to 
‘em and I'm pretty amazed—often for

the wrong reasons! I'll hear some stuff 
on there that’s pretty good, but I'll 
also hear things that don’t sound par- 
ticularly great. That’s why we wanted 
to make sure that the songs on this 
album really presented us in the best 
way. | mean we didn’t change any- 
thing—every song is there mistakes- 
and-all, but they represent us at our 
best. 


HP: How tough was it going through 
SO many concert tapes to find the 
right version of the right song? 

EVH: It was very tedious work. What 
happened was that Alex and | started 
mixing some of the tapes on our own. 
We thought we were doing a pretty 
good job. But after about a month of 
that we started to wonder if maybe 
somebody else could do it better than 
we could, so we called in Andy Johns 
and he walked in and just made every- 
thing sound so much better right 
away. After all, he’s got 25 years of 
experience when it comes to produc- 
ing and mixing—it was the first time 
that Al and | had tried it. So we just 
said, “Okay Andy, you do it.” 


HP: Was it difficult deciding which 
songs were going to make it onto the 


album and which ones weren't? After 
all, you've got 15 years’ worth of 
material to cover. 

EVH: We wanted to put as much of 
the latest tour as possible because 
that stuff was recorded better. But 
basically we just played a tape and if a 
particular song had magic to it, we 
used it. That was the deciding factor. 
Dreams was one of the songs that 
really stood out, | remember, and that 
was from a 1988 tour. We found a 
version of Won't Get Fooled Again by 
the Who and that was really great. But 
we have a good balance between 
older and newer stuff. It's just that the 
more recent the tour, the better the 
sound quality of the tape. We've tend- 
ed to record five or six shows on each 
tour, always assuming we'd do a live 
album. So there was a lot of material 
to choose from. | think we picked the 
best. 


HP: Earlier you mentioned that there 
were no studio overdubs on this live 
album. Were you ever tempted to 
“sweeten” a certain live track in the 
studio, as So many bands have done in 
the past? 

EVH: We left all the mistakes. | don’t 
think it's really fair to fix anything 
once you played it live. Maybe the 
only thing you might consider “cheat- 
ing” is that when we play Right Now 
live, | sequence the keyboard. But it's 
still me playing, so | don’t consider 
that as doing anything wrong. And we 
use a few background samples when 
we play live, and we crank those up a 
bit when we mix—but again, that’s 
still us singing. 


HP: When you listen to tapes from six 
or seven years ago—your first tour 
with Sammy—and compare them to 
today, do you notice any change in the 
band’s playing style—and in your per- 
sonal style? 


“EVH: There are differences. | don't 


really know how to explain it, but it Is 
different. | guess one of the reasons is 
that the songwriting is a little different 
now, so that’s changed the band’s 
style a bit. OU812, as an example, 
was a more keyboard-oriented record 
than the latest one—it was a softer 
record in some ways. But it’s been a 
change more than an evolutionary 
step because to me “evolution” 
means getting better. I’m not so sure 
that we have. 


VAN HALEN 
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e's part of a band that's sold millions 
H? albums, toured the world and 

helped revolutionize a stagnant hard 
rock world. Yet Pearl Jam‘s Eddie Vedder is 
“still the same unassuming guy he was 
before everything began to turn up roses 
for these Seattle rockers early in 1992. In a 
world inhabited by egos often far bigger 
than the talent they're connected to, 
Vedder is admittedly something a little dif- 
ferent. He entered the rock scene with no 
visions of grandeur in his head; in fact the 
bucks, long limos and hordes of groupies 
were probably the /ast thing on Vedder's 
mind when he packed up his surf- 

board and headed north for his 

audition to join up with guitarists 

Stone Gossard and Mike McCready, 

bassist Jeff Ament and drummer 

Dave Abbruzzese. But now, two 

years and a triple platinum album 

later, Vedder insists he still hasn't 

changed one bit. 

“| can honestly say that when we 

were making the album, big expecta- 

tions weren't even part of our think- 

ing,” he said..“When we were writing 

the songs, they weren't done with the 

radio or MTV in mind. We didn’t 

expect anything which is why what's 
happened to us is so incredible. | know 
it sounds a little strange for me to say 
that I’m living a dream, but it’s true.

-So it was 
more than Vedder's powerful voice and 
unique stage personality that first intrigued 
‘his future bandmates—they knew a good 
thing when they heard it. 

“He had sent us a tape that had two or 
three songs on it,” Ament said. “And the 
first thing you noticed was the voice. Then 
_ you couldn't help but notice what he was

~ ‘What Pearl Jam could never have realized 
oe fre from Vedder's tape—or even from meeting 
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the man in person—was what a dynamic 
stage performer he was. While some have 
criticized his occasionally stiff stance while 
standing near the microphone, once he 
begins to move, Vedder knows no physical 
bounds. Whether it’s launching his body 
from a balcony into the band’s sea of fans 
or merely standing atop the drum riser, 
Vedder has quickly established himself as 
one of rock's most “giving” performers. 

“| do try and give everything | have each 
night,” he said. “When | go out and see the 
kids, it reminds me of when | was out there 
giving 


all | had to support the band on stage. | take 
my responsibility to give just as much back 
to them very seriously. | have to give back to 
them just as much energy as they're giving 
me. If that means jumping off of a balcony, 
then that’s it. The show requires some sort 
of physical drama from me. | end up with a 
lot of bumps and bruises, but they‘re worth 
it. You just get caught up in what's going 
on. You don’t even realize you're hurting 
yourself, but you wake up the next day and 
believe me, you‘re covered with 
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black and blue marks. You spend a few 
months on the road, and you're physically 
falling apart. The kids at the show get to 
go home after the show, but you've got a 
new show and a new crowd the next 
night.” 

It's not that Vedder is complaining, mind 
you. Nothing makes him happier than get- 
ting on stage in front of thousands of Pear! 
Jam fans each night and pulling out all the 
stops. The band's show is one of the most

There's really 
no reason to look beyond that. We 
didn’t plan the second album before 
we needed to. There was really no 
point to that. We knew that when the 
time was right to do it, we'd know. We 
weren't rushed, and we didn’t feel any 
extra pressure.

We always knew it would be a cold day in Hell 
before Motley Crue changed members. 
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ome people were born to be rock 
Ss Just ask Jon Bon Jovi if you 

ever get the chance—he'll tell ya. 
Yup, just as some people have their fate 
to be a banker or an auto mechanic 
sealed by the great Spirit In The Sky long 
before they're born, a select few are 
given the talent, attitude and looks to 
become the idol of millions. While Jon 
many not: be totally comfortable with 
the concept that his musical success was 
written in the stars, as he sings in Blame 
It On The Love of Rock & Roll, his whole 
life has been centered on just one 
thing—getting on stage and perform- 
ing. 

"Sure, it all goes back to high school, 
maybe even before that,” he said. “| 
can remember all my friends getting 
nervous as they approached their senior 
year. All they could think about was 
what college would take them and what 
they should do with their lives. They 
couldn't understand me. | wasn’t ner- 
vous about any of that. | didn’t care 
about getting ready for college, and | 
didn’t want to end up working in the 
bank. I'd just tell ‘em that | wanted to 
be in the Rolling Stones. It made ‘em all 
laugh. They must have thought | was 
nuts. But | had a dream, and all | can 
ever wish for anyone is that they have a 
dream and that they have the chance to 
realize it.”. 

Certainly few people have gone fur- 
ther towards realizing all his dreams 
than Jon Bon Jovi. In the ten years that 
have now passed since the release of his 
band’s self-titled debut LP, Jon and 
bandmates Richie Sambora (guitar), Tico 
Torres (drums), Alec John Such. (bass) 
and Dave Bryan (keyboards) have sold 
over 35 million aloums around the 
world, with their latest, Keep The 
Faith, hopefully destined to match the 
incredible success enjoyed by its two 
predecessors, Slippery When Wet and 
New Jersey. 

But fame and fortune are only part of 
the Bon Jovi tale. This is a band that has 
finally grabbed hold of their own des- 
tiny, reaching a level of personal and 
musical maturity that seems destined to 
carry them even further up the ladder of 
success. Gone is the yolk of control 
exhibited by the band’s former manage- 
ment company, an organization Jon 
now refers to as “The Machine.” And 


gone as well is the petty bickering that 


seemed to be on the verge of blowing 
apart one of rock's most successful units 
only a year ago. Obviously, one is made 
to wonder what forced these changes to 
occur, for as Jon is fond of saying “You 
can’t throw out the baby with the bath- 
water.” 

“Yeah, that was the question we had 


to face,” he said. “Did we want this - 


thing that we had worked so hard to 
create to fall apart? We decided that 
you don’t throw out the baby—it’s too 
important to let go. But maybe you do 
change the bathwater, which is what 
we did. The Machine pushed us too 
hard. They didn’t have the confidence in

us. AS soon as we came off the road for 
Slippery they wanted us back in the 
studio. Then it was right back on the 
road. There was no time to enjoy what 
was happening. There was no time to 
stop and enjoy life. It almost caused us 
to break apart. But luckily we saw what 
was needed to be done—and we did it. 

“Now all that matters to us is staying 
together and finishing the game togeth- 
er,” he added. “We set out to do some- 
thing ten years ago, and we're intent on 
seeing it through to the end. And the 
best part is that because we’re a little 
older and a little wiser, there’s been a 
lot of growth within all of us both as 
people and as musicians. It’s made the 
music better, and it’s made the band 
better too. We're five grown up guys 
who are supporting and managing our- 
selves. We have nobody to congratulate 
or to blame but ourselves. We've been 
through the mill and we're still here to 
talk about it.” 

In all honesty, the jury is still out as to 


whether the band’s decision to stand on— 


their own was correct. While Keep The 
Faith made a strong debut last October, 
within weeks it had dropped out of the 
Top 10 (after peaking at Number Five in 
its first week) and has steadily slid 
downward since. While two million

copies of the disc have already sprinted 
out of record stores from Albany to 
Albania, (far from something to scoff 
about in these recessionary times) it 
remains unclear as to whether the 
album's eventual success will come close 
to matching the nine million units sold 
by New Jersey let alone the staggering 
13 million copies old by Slippery When 
Wet. Still, Jon believes in his heart and 
soul that he’s done the right thing this 
time by presenting a more mature musi- 
cal approach, and stepping back (at 
least partially) from the pin-up boy 
approach that first won him acclaim. 

_“\'ve never been particularly comfort- 
able with the position of being a role 
model or being the guy on someone's 


bedroom wall. If that means they like | 


the music, that’s great. I’ve learned to 
accept that. But I’ve also learned that if 
people are going to believe in you—and 
in what you're saying, you've got to 
start believing in yourself too. That 
wasn’t easy for me. But it’s something 
I'm much better with now than | was a 
few years ago. That's what Keep The 
Faith is all about. We've got to have 
faith in each other but we also have to 
have faith in ourselves. That’s where it 
all begins. If you believe in yourself, then 
anything in the world is possible.” 
lronically, for Jon, that belief in himself 
didn’t begin one night as he stood alone 
in front of 20,000 screaming fans—it 
happened as he toured the nation by 
motorcycle last year with only a few 
close friends riding along. The chance to 
see America from a grass-roots level 
(rather than from the plush seats of the 
band’s touring jet) afforded Jon with a 
perspective he had never had the time 
or the chance to see before. It opened 
his eyes to what was really important in 
life; and his relatively “petty” problems 
with the band just didn’t match up. 
“That motorcycle trip was great for 
me,” he said. “It allowed me the chance 
to just become more comfortable with 
who | am, where | am and where | think 
I'm going. Quite simply, | did things I’ve 
never had the opportunity to do before. 
I've been everywhere and seen nothing 
except airports, inside of arenas and 


hotel rooms. So getting out there and 


riding my motorcycle across the country 
was one of the greatest experiences of 
my life.” 
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And why not? {f ever there was a guy sit- 

tin’ on top of the world it’s Aerosmith’s 
charismatic main man. After all, his band will 
soon be cashing in on a new $40 million 
recording contract, and his health has never 
been better. That's all well and good, but 
what's really got Mr. Tyler grinning ear-to-ear 
these days are the sounds contained on the 
band’s latest LP Get A Grip, one of the rock-

From the sonic kick of Eat The Rich to the bal- 
ladesque beauty of Cryin’, Tyler knows his 
band’s hit the mother load this time around. 
Recently we got together with the large-lipped 
vocalist and his best bud, guitarist Joe Perry, to 
find out exactly what's making Aerosmith the 
happiest band on the planet in 1993. 


Hit Parader: Get A Grip is a very long album in 
Aerosmith terms. You've got 12 songs and 
almost an hour's worth of music on there. You 
once said none of your albums would ever have 
more than ten songs. Why the change? 

Steven Tyler: We've got a couple of shorter 
interludes like Boogie Man on there, so really 
there are only 11 songs on the album. That's 
really not getting away from our basic philoso- 
phy by that much. | always said that ten songs 
were about all everyone could absorb, that too 
many good ones got lost in the shuffle if you 
gave ‘em more. But this time we just had so 
much juice, we didn't know where we could 
stop. Believe me, there's plenty more where 
these came from! 


HP: It’s been more than three years since Pump 
was released. Did you guys take a long vacation 
after the last tour or have you really been work- 
ing that long on this album? 

Joe Perry: We got off the road three years ago in 
September, so it has been a long time. It took us 
two and a half years’ work to get this finished. 
We did take about eight months off before we 
started work, but that’s not unusual for us these 
days. For a while we were doing an album a year, 
especially in the early days. But over the last three 
or four albums, we've taken our time—we never 
felt a need to rush. We went through two com- 
plete writing processes for this album. The first 
one was up in Vancouver, and when we finished 
there, we felt like, “hey it's still not quite right.” 
So we went into our own pockets for another 
half a million dollars to keep recording down at 
A & M Studios in L.A., and we're very glad we 
did. That's where we came up with Fever, Eat The 
Rich and Flesh. 

ST: With an Aerosmith record the whole key is 
that it can’t just be the ‘Flavor Of The Year.’ What 
we had at first was good but it wasn't great, and 
we learned a long time ago that it don’t mean a 
thing if it ain't got that zing. And, it’s got that 
zing now. 


HP: What is your main concern when you're writ- 
ing and recording; is it what the fans will think or 
how radio and MTV will respond to a particular 
song? 

JP: Actually, for us it's always been how the songs 
are gonna sound live. We put a lot of flesh and 
blood into each song, but when it all came down 
to it, the question becomes if the songs are

If we 
can win one, anybody can win one,” chuckled Lars on receiving 
the statuette. 

Perhaps the piece de resistance of Metallica's musical accep- 
tance has been the Grammy 
awards. After losing out to 
Jethro Tull four years ago, 
Metallica won Grammy awards 
for Best Metal Performance two 
years in a row. 

“Winning a Grammy this time 
around really felt right,” James 
noted the first time out. His 
management was proud that he 
didn’t curse on national televi- 
sion. 

Their 1991-93 tour has seen 
Metallica playing all over the 
world. In addition, to the tradi- 
tional venues in North America 
and Europe, Metallica has head- 
banged with audiences in Japan, 
South America and Soviet 
Union, and they were very spe- 
cial guests at the Freddie 
Mercury Concert For Life last 
April. They performed a mini set, 
and James jammed on Tie Your 
Mother Down with Tony lommi 
and the remaining members of 
Queen, oddly a very influential 
band in Metallica's history. 

“Queen opened our eyes to 
textures and harmonies,” 
observed Lars. “Hopefully that 
concert will open the eyes ofa 
lot of young kids today to 
understand and appreciate how 
great and influential Queen 
were, and still are.” 

After wowing an audience of 
75,000 people at the Freddie 
Mercury benefit, Metallica 
joined Faith No More and Guns 
N’ Roses on the metal concert 
tour of the summer. 

The decision to play 25 stadi- 
um dates together, according to 
Lars, “came out of late night 
drinking sessions and drunken 
babble.” 

It was the bands’ interest in 
their fans—many of whom 
totally get into both bands— 
which made the two groups 
decide to tour together and 
charge a very reasonable $20 for 
the three-act bill. 

“It took a lot of work to work things out,” stated Kirk. Indeed

It’s 
hard to hold a conversation with these 
guys without hearing our favorite scat- 
ological and fornicational references 
bantered about with amazing regulari- 
ty.

Andrew Elt: The record was supposed 
to come out in September, but the label 
said that it might be better to wait until 
1993 to have it come out. | think they 
were right. Not only is the musical cli- 
mate a lot better for us now, but we 
really have become focused on what 
we've got to do—and that's to get on 
the road and just play our assess off for 
the next year. 

Jan Koster: There were other reasons 
for the amount of time between 
albums too. We originally had done 


some recording out in Los Angles in 


1991, but those sessions just weren't 
right. The producer we were working 
with had his idea of what the Sleeze 
Beez were about, and we had ours. 
When you have a choice like that, 
you've got to take control. So we lost a 
number of months during that period 
before we regrouped back home in 
Holland and really got serious about 
recording Powertool. 


HP: Do you view this album as a radical 
departure from your debut? 

iK: The first album was like a blue print 
of what this band is all about. We had 
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lives. If | died right now, | feel I’ve 
accomplished my dream. 


HP: What else surprised you about

America before coming over here last 
time. | had seen all the documentaries 
about the Grand Canyon and places 
like that, so | had gotten the impression 
of how big everything was in America, 
but | really had no idea how big.

THE HOTTEST IN ALTERNATIVE METAL 


SIDE FROM EROTICA, MADONNA’S 

latest lesson in aural sex, the pop 
icon’s recently-developed Maverick 
record label had yet to issue its first 
release—until now. The debut album 
from Proper Grounds—an L.A.-based, 
eight-piece band that mixes rap and 
heavy metal—is the first official Maverick 
release, and is already causing some seri- 
ous waves in the rock world. According 
to founding member Sean “Sandman” 
Kennedy, his band had no reservations

about signing a big $ deal with a label 
that had, essentially no track record. 

“| was overwhelmed when we got the 
offer; it was very flattering. But it didn't 
bother us that Maverick didn’t have a lot 
of experience when we signed with 
them, because everyone at the label 
seemed to have our best interests in 
mind, and had the right idea about how 
to promote our band. We all sat down 
and talked about it, and decided on the 
best ways to handle a unique project like 


Proper Grounds.” 

The music on Proper Grounds’ debut— 
a cutting-edge mix of hard guitars, hip- 
hop rhythms and funk slappings—may 
sound fresh and original when compared 
to their more traditional peers, but their 
brand of music has been attempted 
before, usually be bands that were 
unable to mesh the various styles of 
music together in a tight cohesive man- 
ner. So what makes Proper Grounds dif- 
ferent from those who have tried the 


same thing and failed? 

“A lot of bands who have tried to play 
this kind of music before couldn't do it 
well enough to become successful 
because they probably didn’t know 
enough about each genre,” says Sean. 
“Maybe they knew a little about metal or 
a little about rap, but that only makes 
the music come out lopsided. You have 
to be equally as knowledgeable about 
both genres to make this work. 

“| never sit dcwn and say, ‘This part 


should be metal’ or ‘This part should be 
hip-hop'—it just comes out that way nat- 
urally, from being very exposed to all 
kinds of music while | was growing up; 
from the Bad Brains, Led Zeppelin and 
Hendrix to Run D.M.C. and Public 
Enemy.” 

AT ONE TIME, THE New York City 
hardcore scene pulsated with a veritable 
army of high-energy post-punk bands— 
and Sheer Terror were there to see it all 
happen. But, today, most of those bands 


i 


are gone—and Sheer Terror is still 
around. And, according to singer/chief 
Terrorist Paul Bearer, his band members 
couldn't be happier about the demise of 
their peers. 

“There are two different reasons why 
we're still together and putting out 
albums. One is because playing this 
music is therapeutic for us, and the sec- 
ond is because we have this overwhelm- 
ing disgust for everyone in the New 
York hardcore scene. A lot of bands 


come and go in this scene, and 
we stay together just to spite 
those bands that don’t last. 
Most of the time they just 
don’t last. Most of the time 
they just don’t have the stay- 
ing power or the integrity that 
we have. 

“A lot of bands in the New 
York area kiss ass and shoot 
their load really quick, and 
then they’re gone,” says 
Bearer. “Kissing ass is some- 
thing that we refuse to do.” 

Not only do Bearer and the 
boys frown on brownosing, 
but they also denounce all 
those New York-area bands 
who use their hard surround- 
ings as a means of promoting 
their street-wise ethics. 

“That whole attitude of 
being tough and from the 
streets is so phony, and it’s not 
something that we care to 
associate ourselves with. Most 
of those bands talk about 
being from this bad neighbor- 
hood and from that tough 
area, when most of ‘em just 
live in normal sections of 
Brooklyn or Manhattan. And 
even if they did grow up in a 
rough neighborhood—who 
cares? Big deal—so did you 
and 50 million other people! 
That whole thing is just so 
comical.” 

With the recent release of 
their fifth album, Thanks For 
Nuthin’, Sheer Terror bring’ 
their aggressive brand of raw 
hardcore into the ‘90s—but 
they still don't expect anyone 
to give them a break. 

“| don’t expect any type of 
stardom or any crap like that, 
and you certainly can’t make 
any money doing this,” says 
Bearer. “I'd just like to be here 
at the end of all this when all 
the other bands are gone. 
Most of ‘em are already gone, and the 
rest of ‘em will will be gone soon 
enough—but we'll still be here.” 

ANOTHER STAPLE OF THE New York 
City music scene is Circus Of Power. 
Over the last few years, COP has been 
grinding out the best in gargantuan riffs 
and chunky rhythms driven by a classic 
“screw you!” New Yawk attitude. But, 
a little over a year ago, the band left 
Manhattan's lower east side and headed 
west—to Los Angeles. But according to 
the band, moving to the land of beach- 
es, silicone implants and blinding sun 
hasn't detracted from their raging 
metallic stomp. 

“There were a lot of reasons why we 
moved to L.A. We had signed with a 
new label and our A&R guy was out

there, and basically we just wanted a 
change,” says guitarist Gary Sunshine. 
“It wasn’t like we went there specifically 
to write a record. Half of our new 
album, Magic & Madness (Columbia) 
was written in New York, and as far as 
the other half, which was written in 
L.A.—! don’t think that moving to L.A. 
had any affect on our sound. Maybe it 
put us in a different frame of mind 
while we were recording, but we still 
have the same sound we had while we 
were living back east. 

“Besides, while we were recording the 
new album, there was a riot and earth- 
quakes and all kinds of crazy stuff hap- 
pening. It wasn’t like we were in la-la 
land.” 

While the members of Circus Of 


Power feel their sound is more a prod- 
uct of themselves rather than their for- 
mer surroundings, they do admit to 
sharing a similar attitude with their New 
York City brethren. 

“| don't think we ever had a ‘New 
York’ sound; it’s our sound, and we def- 
initely still have it,” says guitarist Ricky 
Beck Mahler. “You can listen to our 
new album and still know that it’s 
Circus Of Power. The only thing | think 
we shared with other New York bands is 
the aggression and raw power of the 
music. It's hard to avoid that kind of 
edge living in New York—but it’s not 
like we're all laid back now because we 
live in L.A. We're still the same people 
we were when we were living in New 
York.”

SHOOTING STARS 


You've undoubtedly heard the music 
of Bon Jovi, Motley Crue, Metallica 
and Aerosmith. (If you haven't, odds 
are you're reading the wrong rag.) 
Well, now you get to hear the musical 
vision of the man behind a lot of that 
music. Rockhead’s guitarist Bob Rock 
also happens to be the man who pro- 
duced such classic albums as Slippery 
When Wet, Dr. Feelgood, Metallica 
and Permanent Vacation. Now he 
feels it's time for him to step out of the 
shadows and show the rock world 
what he can do. Along with band- 
mates Steve Jack (vocals), Jamey Kosh 
(bass) and Chris Taylor (drums), Rock 
has created a rip-roaring debut disc 
brimming with mega-watt licks, gut 
churning vocals and instantly memo- 
rable songs. 

“We've been working together on 
and off for four years,” Rock explained. “It takes a good band 
that long to get anything of substance really goings A band needs 
time to grow in order to develop a life of its own. The advantage 
for us is that we started recording right from the first day.” As 
Rock indicated, it has been a long journey for Rockhead. Taylor, 
for instance, has worked with the guitarist in various band pro- 
jects for the last ten years! Whenever the time and the inclination 
hit them, the four band members would gather together in 
Rocks’ Vancouver-based studio and jam away. Four years of trial 
and error have yielded the bumper crop of potential hits housed

on the group's first album. From hard rocking tracks like Chelsea 
Rose and Sleepwalk to the more commercially-oriented cuts Death 
Do Us Part and Heartland, Rockhead is an album that runs the 
full gamut of rock styles. In addition, fans may want to take note 
of the “guest star” contributions of such rock notables as Bon 
Jovi's Richie Sambora (who adds a guitar solo to House Of Cards) 
and The Cult's Billy Duffy (who appears on Hell's Back Door). 

“The songs that tagged along with us the longest were ulti- 
mately the ones we considered our best,” Rock said. “That's 
why | think we've got a good album. We could have put an 

album out two years ago, but it wouldn’t have been right. Now 

the time /s right.” 


Yes, kids, as we fast approach the mid-’90s, we somewhat 
ironically find ourselves in the midst of a ‘70Os hard rock renais- 
sance. For some reason, many of today’s young bands have 
turned their back on the pomp and flash that characterized 
metal’s ‘80s incarnation, preferring to return to the more 
straightforward approach used by the form’s pioneers. One 
such band is Valentine Saloon, who on their debut album 
release, Super Duper, loudly and proudly mix a variety of ‘70s 
inspirations with a distinctly ‘90s perspective. When brought 
together, that musical blend gives this Nashville-based quartet a 
very special hard rock sound. 

“We mostly draw influences from older bands,” said vocalist 
William Jewel. “To us, those groups were always more imagi- 
native and creative. This band is not a paint-by-the-numbers 
thing. It's more like a freehand drawing. We don’t follow any 
rules, musically or otherwise. That's the whole point of 
Valentine Saloon.” 

Formed in 1989, the band took two years before landing a 
recording deal and releasing their first release, an EP, Under 
My Skin. They then hit the tour trail, “opening for anybody 
who had a following,” according to bassist Dean James. Soon 
they had built up a considerable following of their own, crank- 
ing out such songs as Private Revolution, Smothered In Daisey 
and Flying Machine, all of which would eventually make it 
onto Super Duper. 

“We do things our way,” said guitarist Henry Meyer. “We do 
it, and we get away with it. That's part of our fun.”

Well, as we found 
out in this edition of Hobby Shop, Damn Yankees’ legendary gui- 
tarist Ted Nugent is probably the only rocker in captivity whose hobby 
is hangin’ out in the woods with a bow and arrow. 


TED NUGENT 


Welcome to Ted’s world—where the deer 
and the antelope play, where seldom is 
heard a discouraging word and the skies 
are not cloudy all day. Ted Nugent, rock 
and roll guitar warrior, loves to hunt. With 
the food he catches, he feeds his family, the 
homeless of Detroit, and friends who come 
backstage to Damn Yankees shows. Ted's 
really into hunting and he can explain to 
any “politically correct” person why hunt- 
ing can maintain the balance of nature; that 
it's based “to sustain yield balance of the

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equation of life, which is, in the spring you 
have rebirth—vegetation and animal life. In 
the summer you have comfortable condi- 
tions so those that were reborn will have a 
growing period—ots of things to eat, lots 
of gentle weather—sustained to keep from 
dying of pneumonia. And then you've got 
the fall; if you don’t harvest the beans of 
the field, they will rot. If you don’t harvest 
some pheasants, quails, woodchucks, 
ducks, geese, deer, elk, moose, and some 
bear, they will rot. That's because there's a 
egema fourth cycle called 
winter, and food for 
the wildlife dies. 
Therefore the wildlife 
will die. God intended 
you to go out and 
harvest the sustained 
yield portion.

In order to better 
educate people about 
hunting and nature, 
Ted and his wife, She- 
mane started Ted 
Nugent World 
Bowhunters Maga- 
zine and a store in 
Jackson, Michigan 
where enthusiasts can 
purchase hunting gear 
and Nugent col- 
lectibles. Plus he 
wrote a book about 
his hunting exploits, 


called Blood Trails. One morning after 
pheasant hunting, Ted called Hit Parader, 
to chat about his passion—bowhunting. 
Hit Parader: Are there any animals you 
would not hunt that may be an endangered 
species? 

Ted Nugent: Billions of dollars are paid out 
by hunters—in licensing fees—every year to 
be sure that we have scientists and biolo- 
gists to determine the balance that exists so 
that when an animal looks like it may be in 
any danger at all, we insist on regulating it 
further to the animal's benefit, not our 
shooting opportunities. We don’t manage 
wildlife for freezer space. We manage it to 
make sure the wildlife is healthy and in opti- 
mum condition. We have many animals 
we'd never think of hunting. It was hunters 
that stepped in and stopped it. But there 
are some animals that these animal rights 
zealots and cultists have stepped in and 
stopped us from hunting. Now they pro- 
tect the mountain lion in California. Well, 
guess what? Since they stopped hunting 
moutain lions in California, we have lost 
four children—four human children—to 
mountain lions. More mountain lions are 
killed by cops in California since they 
banned hunting, then in any given year by 
hunters. The goal obviously wasn't to save 
animals. It was to stop hunting and further 
strangle society with the big brother “| 
know what's better for you” mentality. 
They got more mountain lions in California 
than ever in recorded history. Now the tax- 
payers in California get to pay five grand 
per lion to be shot, instead of the state of 
California making money. Did | miss some- 
thing here? 

HP: | bet you use animal psychology when 
you track animals. Are their certain qualities 
each animal seems to have—maybe they're 
more or less predictable? 

TN: All animals are unpredictable. They're 
fascinating. When | went out this morning 
with my dogs, | caught two big cockpheas- 
ants. They're so predator-oriented because 
they have to live with fox, coyote, dogs, 
cats, eagles, hawks, ospreys, owls, coons, 
skunks and possums—they're constantly 
being preyed upon. They have all kinds of 
tricks in their bag that my dogs and | come 
to grips with. The pheasants will circle 
behind you and flush out into the thickest 
cover possible so you can’t turn around and 
get a shot. They do that almost every time. 
Two didn’t this morning and | got them 
‘cause | anticipate those kinds of tricks. 
And a white tail deer is the most difficult-to- 
kill animal in the world because they’re so 
aware of their surroundings. They're aware 
of an intruder. But | have been able to 
shoot six this year with my bow, because 
I'm one bad sonovabitch, ‘cause | learned 
so much. | think that’s the barometer by 
which my life is based; how aware | can be 
and how | can get close to the animals not 
just for the harvesting purposes but for the 
understanding purposes. 

HP: When you go hunting, do you ever get 
scared? 


Ahhh... that’s the Motor City Madman we know and love! 


(Bane? 


TN: No, it's too fascinating to get scared. 
It's so many lessons and many exciting 
moments. I’m taken off guard. This morn- 
ing one pheasant took off and | wasn’t 
ready for him and thought | was gonna 
choke on my heart. He really came as a sur- 
prise; | didn’t get a shot at him. Sometimes 
when you're hunting in Africa and up 
against an animal that could just crush you, 
you're certainly on guard. But | don't think 
it's necessarily fright as much as it is intrigue 
and excitement. I'll tell you if there is a place 
for genuine fear, it would be in some of our 
inner cities where the value systems are all 
neutered. Watch the L.A. riots and realize 
these people lost all semblance of sanity 
and respect for human life. | just wish they 
could have tried to drag me out of my vehi- 
cle ‘cause then | could have taught some 
scums some real quick lessons. 

HP: Were you in L.A. for the riots? 

TN: No. | missed ‘em. |’d have stopped 
them if | was. 

HP: Tommy Shaw, the other Damn 
Yankees guitarist, is a vegetarian. 

TN: Yeah, cute. It's his choice. That's the 
bottom line. It's an individual's choice. In 
fact he was here with his family. I’ve never 
seen a little girl eat so much venison in all 
my life. Tommy doesn’t eat meat but he’d 
love to go duck or pheasant hunting with 
me. He realizes that on a natural participa- 
tion level, that it’s right. | think we have to 
keep things in perspective—Charles 
Manson was a vegetarian. Adolf Hitler was 


an animal rights person and a vegetarian. 
Tommy Shaw's a vegetarian. He’s one of 
the nicest, most conscientious people you'd 
ever want to meet. | eat a lot of meat and 
I'd like to think that I’m a down-to-earth 
conscientious asset instead of a liability—a 
person's moral fiber will not be determined 
by what's in his dinner plate. It's a choice 
on how they want to eat. 

HP: In your book, Blood Trails you wrote 
that animal rights people are druggies. 
That's a blanket statement. 

TN: | think the vast majority of them are 
either drugged out or following a leader- 
ship that's drugged out. How else can you 
come up with some of the statements they 
came up with? They believe that a rat, a 
pig and a child are all equal. They burn 
down farms, blow up buildings, write on 
pork production billboards in lowa that pigs 
have feelings, too. | happen to be a pig 
farmer and wonder if one of these animal 
rights activists would like to show me the 
feelings the mother pig has when it eats its 
babies. And daddy bears don’t lay down 
with Booboo—they eat their offspring. 

HP: Why? 

TN: Why not? Secause they’re hungry. It's 
natural. You know what the number one 
reason for mortality among African lions is? 
Naturaist Jane Goodall revealed this. The 
fathers eat the babies. This isn't the same 
as human beings. Of course again it might 
give you a little insight on the mentality of 
animal rights people. Maybe they eat their 


babies. | don’t know. Anybody who thinks 
that animals are equal to human beings are 
either overdosed on mind alterning chemi- 
cals or just evil people. The people from 
PETA (People for the Ethical Treatment Of 
Animals) are being investigated by the FBI. 
Did you know the animal rights people are 
considered the number five most danger- 
Ous terrorist organizations in America? 
They're worse than the Libyans and people 
like that because they have blown up fami- 
ly farms, mutilated livestock and family 
ranches. They claim to be animal rights 
people yet they kill animals. It's unbeliev- 
able. | get these reports from my law 
enforcement buddies, too. These people 
are dangerous. You should see the letters 
I've received. They're out to kill me ‘cause | 
feed my family pheasant. Excuse me? | 
have turkey on Thanksgiving. |’m a hunter. 
99% of the hunters in America are gen- 
uine lovers—we absolutely cherish wildlife. 
And sometimes we harvest based on 
restricted regulations for the benefit of 
game because there is no option. Look at 
how many people were killed on the high- 
way in New Jersey from car-deer accidents 
in areas where people refused to kill the 
deer? New Jersey is infiltrated with a 
bunch of idiots that like to think that 
nature doesn’t exist and that the deer will 
be okay and stop reproducing and just live 
in your yard. |’m telling you the world is 
upside down and that's what my crusade— 
TED NUGENT WORLD BOWHUNTERS is all 
about. It's about learning the facts, ques- 
tioning and respecting the balance of 
nature and ultimately partaking in it 
because there's conscientious participants. 
We can make it right. And in Michigan 
and all around this country we have made 
it right. 

HP: What does hunting have in common 
with rock and roll? 

TN: Because of the way | pursue it, they're 


- both very intense. In order to play serious 


rock and roll, you gotta plunge your heart 
and soul into it and dedicate your senses 
to the articulation and delivery of your 
musical vision. In order to be a good 
hunter you have to dedicate your senses to 
the transformation of the concrete jungle, 
warzone, modern man, drooling idiot to a 
more tasteful aware indivudual and slow 
the pace back down so you fit back into 
nature. That's the only way you can get 
within striking distance of game. It's all 
very sensual if done properly which | think 
everything in the world is. It is challenge- 
oriented. To play good music you have to 
challenge yourself to conquer the distance 
that separates you and the incredible wari- 
ness of game. | think it boils down to a 
work ethic which is why the Damn 
Yankees work so well together—becaus 

we're. all very dedicated. We focus on the 
musical vision of the individuals and how 
they make sense in concert together and 
we dedicate ourselves to helping each 
other's vision and ulitmately helping 
our own.

THE STORY BEHIND THE SONG DREAM THEATER'S TAKE THE TIME 
ne of the reasons many great songwriters encourage people to write songs about something they know, is because it’s nat- 
On to write from first hand experience. Progressive metal band Dream Theater have always put their personal struggles 
and victories in music. On their self-titled debut album, they had a song called Only A Matter Of Time, about how, according to 
drummer Mike Portnoy, record labels had “aspirations for the band and perceived us differently than we really were. Our view- 
point was ‘We knew it was only a matter of time that we’d have a chance, but we'd have to be patient and things would turn out 
our way.” 


Portnoy sees Take The Time as a continuation of Only A Matter Of Time, from the pages of the Dream Theater diary, 1989- 
199l1—a lesson about the realities of the music business, after the group had a parting of the ways with their original record com- 
pany. One day, when the band were discussing their music business frustrations and writing some new material, Mike had a 
novel idea for developing the song at hand, “Let’s each write our own verses in a logical order.” Mike was responsible for the 
first verse, John Myung for the second one, Kevin for both choruses, and John Petrucci for the rest of the song. 

Each verse not only showcases the band’s frustration, but also each member's personality. For example Myung is a very 
reflective and quiet person to the point of seeming spacey, so he wrote a lot about feelings. Mike’s a big Public Enemy and 
Frank Zappa fan, so right before his verse he sampled lines from their records, and then had the vocals start with the words, 
“Just let me catch my breath!” Continues Mike, “Because we had no singer, deal, lawyer and even a rehearsal studio, I wrote 
‘We gotta make a change—new voice, new law, new way.’ All in all each verse is a realization. 

Petrucci adds that the song’s actual title has a few different interpretations, one directed to radio that says, “Take the time— 
don’t play edits—play full versions of songs,” ‘cause Dream Theater songs are really long. “The chorus kind of sums up the 
band’s feelings. It’s like you're fighting the way of the world, ‘cause everything’s coming down on you at one point. You feel 
like you almost have nothing...but you always have the music. Just take the time—the time to really make the right decisions. 
The one thing about this band is that everybody knew no matter what was going on, we knew something was going to come out 
of it. And it’s probably the strength of the music and how much fun we had, and that we’re friends that made the time we took 
together so worthwhile.”

Other than that, we're not even sure how we're gonna approach writing for this 
next album. Last time Slash would write his songs, | would write mine and Izzy would 
write his, and then we'd put ‘em all together. Well, this time there’s no Izzy, and Slash 
isn’t writing just his songs—it’s gonna be more of a collaboration thing. We don’t know 
if we're gonna be writing with Gilby or somebody else. We know we want to play with 
Gilby, but we're not sure about the writing. 


HP: Do you look at Guns N’ Roses 
as a continually evolving entity, or 
are you Satisfied with the personnel 
that’s now in the band? 

AR: It's definitely an evolving thing 
because everyone has a different 
direction that they want to go in, 
and | wanted to get the band big 
enough that they’d have those 
opportunities. We have a lot of new 
people in the band, but what works 
at the end is what gets me and 
Slash off. We're not sure where we 
want to come from with the other 
band members as far as the writing 
goes, and, who knows, if someone 
isn’t into a song, maybe they don’t 
want to be there. We're really into 
letting Matt go more off on his own 
in terms of drumming for G N’ R. ; 
On Use Your Illusion, he was pret- “We're not sure how we’re gonna 
ty much playing just what we want- approach writing the next album.” 
ed to hear on a particular song- 
which we already had together before he joined the band. On the record, he’s one of 
the most amazing drummers I've ever heard, but he’s better than that. 


HP: Did Matt earn such high respect more for the work he’s done on stage or on album? 
AR: More from just jamming. When he goes off on his own creative sense it's pretty 
amazing. | want to facilitate that getting out. | want Matt to just explode on the next 
record. 


HP: We know there are some other projects in the works for the band at the moment, 
including a variety of videos. What can you tell us about those? 

AR: First, we have two “making of” videos coming out—and in typical G N’ R fashion 
we'll be putting out Number Two first. It’s called Making F**king Videos—Part II 
November Rain. Then we're putting out another documentary about the making of 
Don't Cry. We still have yet to write what will be the third part of that story, which will be 
Estranged, which will show what happened, and why. Then, we've had a documentary 
Crew out with us the whole time we've been out on the road, and they've been filming 
everything. We're just having our director go through all the footage and we're putting a 
movie together that will be a combination of reality and fiction tied in with the three 
videos, November Rain, Don’t Cry and Estranged. That story will tie in with the reality of 
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“Guns N’ Roses is definitely an evolving thing.” 


Guns N’ Roses, yet there'll be a fictional story going on as well going on between me and 
my girlfriend Stephanie. We're working on it, but we can’t guarantee exactly what it'll be 
until we get it done. 


HP: Do you ever worry that the persona of Axl Rose will get bigger than Guns N’ Roses? 
AR: The bottom line is that nothing can come between Slash and |, and as long as we 
have that bond we have Guns N’ Roses. However big | get can only help the band 
because it attracts more attention to Guns N’ Roses. I’m not worried about being pulled 
in other directions. | need Guns N’ Roses in my life. 


HP: There has been talk, however, about Slash doing a solo project. Can you ever see 
yourself doing an album away from Guns N’ Roses? 

AR: | want to do some stuff on my own, but not as a means of trying to prove my own 
sense of identity. You know the song My World on Use Your Illusion II? | want to do a 
whole project like that by myself and with whoever else might want to be on it. But right 
now it's just me and a computer engineer. It’s just raw expression—just putting ideas 
together. We just go in, say “What do we want to do” and get to work. We completed 
My World in three hours. It’s something that | need to get out of my system, but it’s not 
something | want to base my career and future on. 


HP: You mention the idea of working with other musicians. If you had your choice, who 
would you really like to work with on a project? 

AR: Trent Rennor from nine inch nails is one, and Dave Navarro from Jane’s Addiction is 
another guy | want to work with. I’ve talked to Trent about working with me on an 
industrial synth project, at least on one song, and | definitely want to work with Dave on 
_ something. I’ve always been curious what he would sound like working with Slash on 
something. 


HP: Wasn't Dave rumored to be joining Guns N’ Roses after Izzy left? 

AR: Yeah, there was a lot of talk about that, and we were very open to it. But it just 
_ wasn’t the right time in Dave's life for it to happen. He was kind of needing the time to 
just see where he was at, and he’s been very successful at that. But the idea of working 
with him excites me to no end because | still put on Jane’s Addiction and it always seems 
brand new, no matter how many times | hear it. I'd like to try to achieve a fusion of what 
they were trying and what G N’ R is doing. | think that blend, if taken seriously and 
patiently, could be amazing. It could be a fuller thing than anyone's done before. Dave 
and Slash together could be incredible—two guys very “out there” on their own, work- 
ing together. It’s like the first time | met Slash, | said, “The world's gotta see this guy.” 
That's why when he plays with other people or does solo things it totally gets me off and 
makes me happy. It secures his place in rock history as a guitarist. | feel the same way 
about Dave. Obviously, | have a much closer bond with Slash. being involved with him 
for so many years, but | think the world kind of missed Dave. I'd really like to help fix that. 


HP: You've been called a spokesman for a generation. Is that a heavy burden for you to 
bear? 

AR: | think my material has a place, but | don’t place myself that high up on the totem 
pole. | was reading an interview with Roger Waters recently, and he was saying that he 
_ considers himself one of the five best English writers of all time. He figures there may be 
John Lennon up there, and maybe Freddie Mercury, but he doesn’t know who else. | 


look at his writing that way too. | don’t put myself in that category at all. I'd like to grow 
to a point where | could. | look at people like Bono, and to me he's just so far ahead of 
most people spiritually, and in the way his spirituality comes across in his lyrics. That’s 
amazing to me, and it encourages me to strive to reach places where other people have 
already been. | admire their sense of themselves and where their hearts and minds really 
de That's where | want to go with my lyrics, and | hope our audience will come along 
with us. 


HP: It's been said that as someone gets gets older and wiser, it's tougher to relate to a 
17-year old audience. Do you find | 
(ous beginning to have that | 
problem? | 
AR: It's back and forth. It depends | 
on the song that we're doing. | can | 
easily be 17 whenever | want. But 
I'm operating in worlds now where | 
have to be 45. | can go back and | 
forth. We try to make albums that | 
go from one extreme to another. | 
My girlfriend recently asked me if | 
could still write a song as nasty and 
gritty as the things on Appetite, 
and | told her that it would probably 
depend on the song and if | was | 
moved to write that way. But I’m 
not gonna write that way just to sell 
records. I'm not gonna write any 
more bar room sex songs just to sell | ?

HP: We'll ask you one last thing. When you wake up in the morning, are you happy 
being Ax! Rose? 

AR: Am | happy? Hmmmm. Yeah, but | won't really know how happy | am until the end 
of this tour in May. That's when I'll know if | achieved all of my goals. I've achieved a lot 
of them, but I'm not in a place where | can sit back on my laurels and say “Hey, | did it.” 
If | can kick back in June and feel a sense of accomplishment, then I'll be happy. 


HP: What's the first thing you're gonna do when you have some free time? 

AR: | don’t remember what free time is. | just bought a skate board, and | was thinking 
of getting back into that. | can do that then because if | break my arm, | won't have to 
miss any tour dates because | won't be on tour anymore! | bought a new house, so | 
guess I'll try to set that up and get some stability in my life. I'll be happy doing some 
domestic things. Stephanie and | have worked very hard to try and have a personal life, 
but it’s not easy. We've tried to stay in touch as much as possible, but our lives are such 
fast-moving things. Five months for us, are like five years for most people. 


HP: So Axl, any final words for your fans? 
AR: We'll see ya on tour! 
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“I can easily be 17 years old whenever | want.”
